which he has assumed control. 


Regular dividends previously de- 


clared and interest maturing obliga- 
tions shall continue to be paid until 
the postmaster general directs othnr- 
wise ;and subject to his approval the 
companies may arrange renewal and 
extension of maturing obligations. 


Postmaster General Burleson, in a 


statement explaining his plans in 
operating the wire systems, said 
there would be no change affecting 
Hie press-wire service, except lo im- 
prove it wherever possible. 


Mr. Bnrleson also said* that oper- 


ations and control of farmers' tele- 
phone lines would be interfered with 
only for the purpose of facilitating 
their connection with longer lines.

BABY'S LIFE IS 


SACRIFICED NEEDLESSLY 


Lives of 482 Ohio children under 


five years old were sacrificed during 
February to preventable 
diseases. 


In January 1232 Ohio children died 
and in February 1201. 400 of these 
were due to preventable causes. 


Under the plans of the conserva- 


tion of child life during the present 
year (Children's Year) the monthly 
average must be kept down to 902, 
if the goal of saving 4510 babies' 
lives is attained. 


In other words, Ohio lost during 


the first two months of the year 
2433 
babies, although under the
